IN THE 8K3S- 


The goldbug press of the east is now 


deploring the shortsightedness of the 
Kepublican party in admitting the six 
northwestern states to the union. The 
object was to keep a Kepublican ma- 
jority in the senate for many years, 
though the Democrats might gain con- 
trol of the presidency and the house. 
Now they complain because they over- 
shot the mark and brought upon them- 
selves a double difeaster. The New 
York -Su/i, which is now run in the in- 
terest of the gold trust, though six or 
eight years ago it was in favor of chang- 
ing the financial system of the country 
to «i silver basis, says they helped build 
up by their summary and precipitate 
admibsion of these states a new party 
•,vluch carried two of them—Idaho ana 
Wyoming—against Mr. Harrison, and 
cost the Republicans Kansas, Colorado 
and Nevada, heretofore secure in the 
Republican column. 


The seven silver-producing states are 


Colorado, Idaho, Montana, Nevada, Or- 
egon, Washington and South Dakota. 


The Sun says they cast at the late 


election collectively 404,992 votes. If 
to them we add the votes of North Da- 
kota and Wyoming, 62,824 in all, gov- 
erned by similar political conditions 
and sympathizing with the neighboring 
pro-silver states, we have a total of 
457,810. 


The Sun, which ordinarily upholds 


constitutional representation by which 
every state IB entitled to two senators, 
seems to regret in this instance that 
the inter-mountain states, where the 
Silver party 19 in the ascendancy, are 
equally represented in the senate with 
New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio, and 
expresses its feelings as follows: 


" i'he senate is composed of eighty 


members 
The total vote of tb» people 


at the late election numbered 12,068,595 
Were the basis of representation iden 
tical in esch state, each senator would 
stand for 1 J8,000 votes. But these nine 
states instead of havmg only four sena 
tors, as their population might justify 
actually have_eighteen; and it is on ac 
count of this undue representation, foi 
which the ^Republicans aro directly ac 
countable, that the silver men are so 
strong in the beuate 


The iSu/i is opposed to Cleveland. I 


never did cordially support him for the 
presidency, in fact it advocated the 
election of General Butler, in 1884, bu 
it is now A strong advocate of what i: 
said to be his financial policy, though 
it has to deflect its rays from the line 
of reason to do so

the United States in 1890 was 2,489 with 
an invested capital of $286,494,481 
Those establishments employed 219,13 
porsons, paying wages aggregating ,$76,

wool, which coat $98,540,480. The cos 
of all materials used $302.815,842 an 
the value of the produats was $337, 
608,524.

Why Kates by Kail For Pawengerit and 


Freight Are So Sigh. 


The eminent English railway author- 


ity, Mr. William M. Acworth, points ont 
many causes for the differences between 
railways in this country and the United 
States. The higher rate of charges on 
English roads are thus explained: 


The very large capital outlay of Eng 


lish railways is of course one main rea- 
son of the high standard of rates and 
fares in England. Exactly how high 
that standard ia we have no means of 
knowing, for onr railway statistics, 
made up in a form that was laid down 
by an act of parliament about 80 years 
back, carefully suppress the information 
that it is most necessary for us to have. 


Ton miles and passenger miles are not 


here recorded. "We know that each ton 
of goods earned pays the railways on the 
average about 60 cents. If we guess that 
the average distance is about 35 miles, •we 
arrive at an average rate of 2.40 cents per 
ton mile, which is not very far from 
threo times the average rate in the 
United States. So in the case of passen- 
gers wo may guess that the average fare 
is about 1.75 per mile, which though 
lower than the American average, is 
higher than in any European country, 
Such a result seems yery far from satis- 
factory. High cost of construction might 
have justified a high range of rates and 
fares at the outset, but year by year the 
per mile of line open increases in den- 
sity, and yet the goods rates hardly come 
down at all—in the last year or two their 
tendency has been all the other way— 
while tho passenger fares only come 
down very slowly. 


And yet the explanation jig not far to 


seek. Our services have always been ex- 
pensive to work. They are becoming 
more expensive year by year. In Amer- 
ica trainloads are mainly limited by the 
capacity of the engines—ours by the 
weight of goods or number of1 passengers 
that have had time to accumulate in the 
very short interval between one train 
and another. 
Let me illustrate: If a 


man is sailing from New York to Eu- 
rope, he will choose his favorite line or 
his favorite boat, regardless of the time 
of day or day of the week at which 11 
starts. On the other hand, if the Man- 
hattan elevated were to try to run its 
trains only once in 10 minutes in the 
slack hours of the day the street cars 
would rob it of the bulk of its passen- 
gers. 


Now, in England our business is al 


between places which in America woulc 
be regarded as close together. We cal 
Manchester "the north of England," ye1 
Manchester is only 4J hours from Lon- 
don. 
Consequently there must be trains 


between the two points at all hours o: 
tho day, to suit the convenience of pas- 
sengers wanting to go at any time. Con 
sequently, too, each train runs with very 
much less than a trainload of passen 
gers. Then these trains must be run at 
high speeds, for though a few minutes 
more or less are of little importance in a 
journey of hundreds of miles, a quarter 
of an hour out of four hours is a very 
considerable percentage. High speeds 
mean few stops, and few stops mean ad- 
ditional trains to serve the second class 
stations. Then high speeds and frequen' 
expresses for passengers mean high 
speeds and short trains for good—thai 
is, half loaded—engines, for an engine 
loaded to its full capacity moves so 
slowly—occupies the line, that is, for so 
long a period—that it is impossible to 
find room for it. 


But it would not be true to say thai 


the goods are worked at high speed sim- 
ply for the convenience of the railway 
management. On the contrary, the de- 
mand for speed in the case of merchan- 
dise traffic is fully abreast of that in the 
case of passengers. Broadly, it may be 
said that the English goods service is 
based on the supposition that, between 
important towns at least, whatever is 
handed to the railway company at the 
forwarding station over night will be,de- 
hvered to the consignee the first thing 
next morning. Now, a service such as 
this, in the nature of things, can never 
be a cheap one.—Engineering Magazine. 


Two Hundred Inches of Kalnfall. 


Cherra Punji, in the Khasi hills, As- 


sam, British India, ia the "pole of the 
greatest known rainfall." In other words, 
it is the -wettest region on the face of the 
earth. Mr. Blandford, at a meeting of the 
London Meteorological society, read a 
paper entitled "Rainfall at Cherr Punji,'1 
in -which he presented incontestable proof 
of the extreme moisture of the country 
in question. The records go back for 
nearly C5 years, but prior to 1872 are 
rather incomplete, there being several 
whole years in which no record was kept. 
Carefully compiled data from these 
weather journals, however incomplete 
as they are, prove that quite frequently 
during the summer, say from May to 
September, the rainfall for a single month 
ranges from 100 to 213 inches. Think of 
it! Nearly 18 feet of precipitation in 80 
days. Colonel Sir Henry Yule's register 
for the year 1841 shows that there were 
264 inches of rainfall during the month 
of August. That was something phenom- 
enal even for Assam, however, and is 
not taken into account in the deductions 
made above.—St. Lords Republic.

RULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp i>. M. 
Dial clock indicates tho time each race 
starts, 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. Bugle 
calls the horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely live minutes 
after tho saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having 
care of the animal, that do not send the horse 
out promptly at post signal will bo fined. 


Nominations to all stakes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 1893. 


Entries for the running purses'must be 
made two days preceding tho race, before 0 
o'clock r, li. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the race at (5 v. M. 


Horses entered in purses can only be drawn 
ay consent of the judges. 


In making: entries for purse races, tho* 
name, ago and sex of the horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
After a horse has run once at tho meeting, 
the name of the horse, with tho weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may bo declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulate"! con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that ha\e not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to Sop tern l>er 1st shall 
carry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by one 
person, or in one .interest, the particular 
horse they are to start must be named by 6 
p. M. of the day preceding tho race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided ut 
the rate of 60, SO and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races are tho best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided pro rata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to tho stable; and in 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heats. 


When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follows: 
OK% to tho first and 83J4 to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 
Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these condition*, accept* the decision of the 
rJoard of Directors on any question routing 
*> a race or racing. 
National Trotting Association rule* to 
govern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
Jorse Association rules to govern all running 
races where they do not conflict with tbese 
conditions.
